in ths assessed list'of the teal and personal 
property of the Central P<ioiflo railroad 
company in that county a large quanlity of 
nnsarveyed lands. 
Tbeao lands were 


granted to the company by Actj of Con- 
gress which provide that before they shall 
be conveyed to the company there shall 
first be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury by the company, the cost oE surveying, 
selecting aud conveying thorn. 
The rail- 


road company claimed that such lands were 
not taxable, as they conld not b« described 
by metes and bounds, and tendered pay- 
ment of the tax upon nil of ths properly 
assessed to it except the nnsurveyed lands. 
This tender was refused by the county offi- 
cers of Lander and suit was brought for the 
whole amount. The lower Court held the 
plea of tender insufficient, upon the ground 
that a taxpayer cannot pay taxes upon sub- 
divisions of his property. From this opin- 
ion the railroad company appealed and the 
Supreme Court sustains the appeal. 
The 


opinion is by Bolknap, Chief Justice, 
Judges Mnrphy and Bigelow concurring. 
The Court holds that the payment of costs 
of surveying and conveying the lands is a 
condition precedent to acquiring title to 
the eamo by the railroad company and that 
the lands conld not be assessed and sold 
for taxes under the State laws until those 
costs were paid, because the Government, 
retained legal title to them to compel pay- 
ment. Advantage was taken of this inter- 
pretation of the law by railroad companies 
to escape taxation, as they would cot pay 
the cent cf surveys until the land could be 
sold. Ccagress therefore enaclsd that no 
lands granted to railroad corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation on account of the 
lien of the United States upon the same for 
costs of surveying or because no patent 
hai been issued therefore, bat exempted 
nnsnrveyed lands from the provisions of 
the Act. • 


The Court decides that the complaint 


does not state facts sufficient to support 
the judgment <ts to -the tax on unsnrveyed 
lands. This it considers sufficient to dis- 
pose of the appeal but as other important 
questions in the case were fairly raised and 
likely to arise again it considers them. 
Th<»Be questions are n, motion to strike out 
tho amendment to tho answer upon the 
ground that it was filed without leave, and 
the claim that tha answer wa? insufficient 
because it does not deny " all claim, title 
or interest in the property assessed at the 
time of 
the assessment in the language 


of the statute." The Court says the motion 
to strike oat should be denied and that 
the 
answer, taken altogether, states a 


good defense as the company oonld not 
truthfully deny all claim to theiand though 
denying any possessory claim thereto.

Some time since the Free Coinage Asso- 


oiatioD, of Denver, Colorado, decided to 
teat the constitutionality of the Act pro- 
hibiting the free coinage of silver. Acting 
upon (hat decision last Saturday Judge H. 
B. Morse and George C. Merrick, rep- 
resenting the AssooUtioa, calle] at the 
United States Mint, at Philadelphia and 
presented Colonel Bosbyahell, Superin- 
tendent of the Mint, a silver brick weighing 
514 ounces and verbally demanded that it 
be coined into money, Tha Mint Superin- 
tendent would not comply with the request 
and Judgn Morse then formally made the 
demand in writing and asked the Superin- 
tendent lo certify 
in writing that the 


brick had been presented and its coinage 
refused to cave them the the trouble of 
proving that fact in Court where they pur- 
pose testing the right of tha Government 
to refine the bullion. 


Tho ground upon which the damaod to 


bare the silver coined was made ia a con- 
stitutional one. The Association denies 
the right of the Government lo make what 
18 called "seigniorage " or profit on coin- 
age. 
The metal value of silver is now 


About 23 cents an ounce leas than the value 
placed npon the umiket by the Govern- 
ment when coined. 
A? is generally known 


by Nevada miners the Govercmeut buys 
bullion at its market price and gives it a 
fixed value pf $1 29.29 per ounce by itamp- 
iU2 or coining it. This s-'igaiorage wag es- 
tablished in monarchic il countries to in- 
crease the royal income, but iu thU country 
where every citizen ia n sovereign, tue Gov- 
ernment shoTikl not have such a prerogative. 


In 17D2, shortly after tha Uaitad States 


Government wa-i or^anizacl, the Mint wns 
established. It wan designe 1 for the con- 
venience of tho people and any person, 
whether citizen or alien, who took gold or 
lilver bullion there could have it coined 
free of charge into money. That law and 
custom remained in (ores until the passage 
of the infamous demonetization Act passed 
in the interest of bondholders and gold 
bugs in 1873, which Congress persistently 
refuses to repeal. The mints and mails 
were designed tot public convenience, not 
for profit and it is a gross injustice to silver 
producers and one of the oanses of busi- 
ness depression in Nevada that the Gov- 
ernment, for the baneBt of brokers and 
gold bugs should deny them the right to 
which they are fairly entitled and which 
was accorded the public for nearly a 
century.

OBEAT SHBIKKAGE IN WEIGHT. 


"The movement of slaogbteiiug estab- 


lishments west from the a>»l'onrd, iii>t 10 
Chicago and then to Kansas City, Ouiahn 
and Sioux City, was mu4e naoes<ury be- 
cause of the great* shrinkage in weight 
when cattle were shipped in the ordin ry 
oars," said one ot the chief move s in ihi 
enterprise. "The building of ab^toiis at 
Philadelphia may look like fljiug ia lh? 
faoe of the established tendency westward 
to the ranches of the dressed moat iu- 
daestry. Tbo men in thU enterprise bate 
faith that tbe seaboard is the propir p'nco 
for that business, and they have backed their 
faith with several millions of dollar?. 
The 


seaboard is the place that all the products 
are wanted. If it were only a matter _of 
shipping the dressed beef the advantage of 
slaughtering further west would ba great. 
Tbe advantage is gained because of tbe 
high transportation charges 01 whut is 
known as the 'fifth quarter.' Tbo bid,', 
tallow and etc.. ore called the fifth quarter. 
AH the hides and much of tha other pro- 
duct must be shipped Eist. The Ligh 
rates on these have always operated nguiLst 
establishing beef slaughtering plants in tbe 
West, brt that has been counterbalanced 
by the !o3s in shipping the cattle East in 
old-fashioaed cattle oars. We are sure that 
with the new cars we propose to introduce 
slaughtering-bouses at the seaboard will 
have auoh an advantage over those of the 
West that we oin build np an immense 
business. 


"The idea of tbe oar ia simply tha i mi- 


ning of trains having every convenience 
for feeding and watering tbe cattle while in 
transportation. This thing is more thau a 
theory. We have already built thirty cars, 
shipped 4,000 head of cattle, nod huve 
demonstrated the 
possibilities of this 


method of transportation in the w»y of suv- 
ing the stock from shrinkage. On tiips 
where the cattle will shrink in weight from 
8 to 10 per cent, in ordinary oar?, we h-.va 
demonstrated that we can haul them wilh 
an average shrinkage of less than 2% per 
cent. When you figure out a saving of (J 
or 7 per cent, on a steer weighing 1,400 
pounds you can easily see what an advant- 
age we will have. 


CATTLE PALAOE-OABS. 


"The first distinctive feature of the cuts 


is that thsy are made wholly of iron and 
steel. The only wood in Ihem is a few 
narrow slots on tbe s'des. The roof is 
arched like a passenger coaob, and under 
this arched roof, running the whole length 
of the train of thirteen oars, is a haymow 
carrying enough hay for the ninety-hour 
trip from Montuna to Philadelphia. Euu- 
ning through the center of the oar and 
suspended from tbe roof ia a pa-sage 
through which a man oin go from one end 
of the train to the other while it is under 
full speed. By that means the hayracks in 
front of tbe cattle can be kept full 
all the time acd the cattle 
carefully 


watched 
without 
the 
necessity 
of 


any halt. In front of each animal is a 
ateel watering trough holding ten gallons, 
that turns up against the side of the oar 
when not in use. A steel tank «t tho end 
of the o\r ia filled with water every eight 
hours at the railway pumping stations. 
The whole trainload can be watered by two 
men in thirty minutes. 


"Attached to the rear of e.\oh train will 


be what we OBll the bnffat oar. This will 
be a oir with half of it divided off into 
sleeping and dining accommodations for 
tbe two men who will accompany the tra'u 
to care for the stock. The varioin sbip- 
pen will not have to send men along to 
look after thair cattle as they now do, bat 
the whole traineload will be oared for by 
the two men we employ to regularly look 
after the train."

WOMEN IN MEN'S CLUBS. 


Some Swell New Tort and Bonton Clnba 


Make Special ProvUlon for Them. 


A veritable revolution is slowly taking 


place in the realms of clubdom. 
If any 


one had suggested the possibility of ladies 
being received in aristocratic male'duba 
a few years ago he -would have been con- 
sidered a most promising candidate for 
Bedlam. Despite thia fact, two of the 
most fashionable and exclusive clubs in 
New York city and one club of the same 
character in Brooklyn make provision 
for the reception and entertainment of 
the -wives and daughters of their mem- 
bers; a third New York club win soon 
be added to the list of the clubs which 
have sanctioned the innovation, and 
other clnbs are looking in that direction. 


The revolution was started by the 


famous Somerset club, of Boston, than 
which there is no more exclusive and 
conservation club organization in Amer- 
ica. 
This club among clubs decided 


about eight years ago to fit-up a-suite of 
rooms exclusively for the accommodation 
of ladies, and provided a private entrance 
to this suite of rooms, which are entirely 
isolated from other parts of th« club. 
The wife or daughter of a member was 
permitted to introduce other ladies as 
her guests, the sole restriction being that 
she should in her own handwriting'en- 
ter the names of her guests in a book 
kept for the purpose. The innovation 
won the immediate approval of the so- 
cial circles so largely represented in the 
Somerset club, and speedily became one 
of the distinctive features of that organ- 
ization. 


"When the Hamilton club, of Brooklyn, 


was incorporated it adopted this feature, 
and shortly after, when the Lawyers' 
club was established in the Equitable 
building, the same system was adopted 
on a much broader scale. The Lawyers' 
cH b set aside private dining rooms, a 
public dining room, a ladies' parlor, 
boudoir and bathroom for the use of 
wives and daughters of its members, 
and subsequently placed them in charge 
of experienced ladies' maids, who are al- 
ways in attendance. No gentleman is 
ever admitted to these rooms unless he 
is accompanied by a lady. 
Upon his 


election to the Lawyers' club a member 
fills out a blank with the names of the 
ladies of his family to whom he wishes 
to have the privileges of the club ex- 
tended. 


The names so entered are copied upon 


a register, and thereafter the ladies 
named by the member have the freedom 
of the suite of rooms set apart for the 
use of their sex. They can gain admit- 
tance to these rooms at any time during 
the day, can meet other ladies there by 
appointment, can lunch or dine there, or 
can entertain friends at luncheon if they 
so desire. No check is ever presented to 
them, but the amount of indebtedness 
which they incur is charged to the mem- 
ber of the club at whose instance they 
are introduced. 


The somewhat remarkable departure 


has worked admirably, and has given 
entire satisfaction to the most conserva- 
tive members of the club. A somewhat 
similar custom is in vogue at the rooms 
of the Biding club, and there, too, it has 
met with favor. Although the fact is 
not generally known, a proposition to 
buy the house on Twenty-first street, 
next to the Dix property, on which the 
annex to the Union club is now build- 
ing, and to fit it up for the use of the 
wives and daughters of the Union club 
men, was broached at the time of the 
Union club's acquisition of the Dix prop- 
erty. 


The proposition did not go through, to 


be sure, but the mere fact that it was 
made in so conservative a club as the 
Union club shows the hold which the 
innovation introduced by the Somerset 
club has taken on club men. That it will 
be generally adopted by the better class 
of social clubs before many years there 
can be little doubt. And that it will tend 
to mitigate the asperity with which 
the feminine sex regards the clubs to 
which their husbands and brothers be- 
long there can be less doubt.—Now York 
Sun. 


Pictures of Beauties. 


Remarkable success has been attained 


by Professor Ahn, of Breslau, in apply- 
ing photography to fix the indications of 
different diseases of the eye. Another 
contribution to ono of the newest depart- 
ments of science are Professor Fischer's 
photographs of cultivations of luminous 
bacteria, which were photographed by 
their own light, the views giving evi- 
dence of the constant movement in 
which the tiny organisms are unceasing- 
ly engaged. One of the greatest anthro- 
pologists of the century in Paris has 
been making a collection of the various 
types of mankind, and he does it by 
means of the photograph. 


He inclines to the opinion that the 


type or origin, the race to which the 
party originally belonged, is better pro] 
served among women than among men; 
He has therefore made his collection 
from among women, and to increase its 
attractiveness and value he has an- 
nounced his intention to' choosejonly 
beautiful women for his typfes. Apropos 
of this idea a prominent photograph ci 
proposes to appeal to photographers for 
selection and contribution of a 'photo- 
graphic reproduction of the representa- 
tive women whom they consider the 
most beautiful, so that a collection can 
be made which will be handed down to 
posterity as representing the standard 
types of beauty in the Nineteenth cent- 
ury.—Now York Commercial Advertiser.
